The body of Retha Mac Hines, 
age 49, was discovered in the living 
room of her home on Friday morn- 
ing, May 12, by a daughter who 
had spoken to the victim on the tel- 
cephone less than two-hours earlier, 

Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment authorities reported that they 
were Called to the scene, located six- 
miles north of Elba on Highway 
87, al approximately 10:00 a.m. 
and immediately cordoned off the 
The preliminary investigation of 
the crime has led authorities to be- 
lieve that robbery may have been a 
motive in the murder, duc to the 
fact that a large number of firearms 
were discovered missing from the 
home. 

Coffee County Sheriff's Dept. 
invesuigator Buddy Ammons report- 
ed that the firearms missing includ- 
ed five shotguns and two handguns. 

The shotguns included two auto- 
matic shotguns, two double-barrel 
shotguns and a stack barrel shot- 
gun, while the handguns were iden- 
lified as a .45 caliber automatic and 
a .357 Smith and Wesson revolver. 


Billy Boy Given Death Sentence 


Calling the beating death of 87- 
year-old Elmo Roberts the "most 
heinous, atrocious, crucl crime" 
ever to come before him during his 
10-plus years on the bench, Circuit 
Judge Gary McAliley last week 
overruled the recommended life sen- 
tence of Willie Simmons "Billy 
Boy" Jackson and ordered the con- 
victed murderer to death.

Judge Gary McAliley 
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Jackson, age 39, was convicted 
of capital murder and forgery on 
Feb.3 by an Elba jury, and after de- 
liberations, the jury recommended 
the sentence of life without parole.

Water & Electric 
Board Receives 
Financial Report 


Paying the bills and discussing 
the financial condition of the utility 
were the main items of business for 
the Elba Water and Electric Board 
last week. 

Chairman Mickey Murdock took 
pains to be sure each board member 
understood the cash flow statement 
and the comparative balance sheet 
he had helped the bookkeeping de- 
partment prepare. 

The cash flow statement showed 
the utility has had available 
$935,496 in cash balance and in- 
come since September 30, 1988. 

The utility has spent $422,681, 
leaving a cash balance of $512,815. 
Much of this cash balance is actual- 
ly in escrow accounts required by 
several different bond issues issued 
by the Board during past years. 

Monthly bills totaling $4895.34 
were approved for payment. 

The board approved superinten- 
dent Fred Moore going to a used ve- 
hicle auction in an effort to pur- 
chase a pick-up truck needed by the 
utility. Moore told the group he 
hoped to find a vehicle that cost 
less than the $3,000 that would 
trigger the use of the bid law. 

Accounts Receivable of 
$4098.22 were presented to the 
board. This included late payers, 
those will meters pulled for non- 
payment and meters of customers 
who have moved away and are 
awaiting final billing. 

Bad checks totaling $220.49 
were listed, with two of these 
turned over to the courts for collec- 
tion. 


Judge McAliley stated he found "the 
victim suffered substantial pain be- 
fore he ultimately died" and called it 
a "pitiless homicide which was un- 
necessarily tortuous to the victim." 

McAliley noted numerous aggra- 
valing circumstances, including a 
prior history of robbery, burglary 
and assault, and also stated that he 
had considered Jackson's "hellish" 
childhood and the fact he had to fend 


for himself from an early age. 

"However," declared J udge McA- 
liley, "the aggravating circumstanc- 
es (even standing alone) outweigh 
the mitigating circumstances." 


Defense attorney Bill Stokes 
filed an immediate notice of appeal 
on the forgery conviction, while 
there is an automatic appeal process 
in the capital case. 


The announcement by McAliley 
marked the second time in the his- 
tory of the 12th Judicial Circuit and 
the second time in as many wecks 
that a circuit judge had overturned a 
jury's recommendation of life and 
sentenced a defendant to death. 

Two weeks ago, Judge Riley 
Green sentenced Henry Louis Rus- 
Saw to death for the murder of a ru- 
ral Pike County resident.

Total cost of the project is esti- 
mated at $3,196,300.

Odometer Statements 
Now Required For 
Sale Of Used Cars 


Effective April 29, 1989, any 
Alabama resident who sells a motor 
vehicle will be faced with changes 
related to certificate of title, accord- 
ing to Alabama Commissioner of 
Revenue James M. Sizemore Jr. 

"The Federal Trsth-in-Milcage 
Act of 1986 (as amended) and rules 
for the administration of this Act 
by the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration will go into 
effect on that date," said Sizemore. 

Requirements for the new certifi- 
cates of title will include the fol- 
lowing: 

ean odometer mileage reading on 
the face of the title; 

*a conforming Federal Odometer 
Statement, 

*five assignment spaces on the 
back (the person shown in the fifth 
assignment must take the title in 
his own name); and 

presentation of the title at time 
of sale with both the seller and buy- 
er signing the Federal Odometer 
statement. 

The Federal Odometer State- 
ments will be instituted with the 
consumer in mind, as a safeguard 
against odometer rollbacks. State- 
ments will be in three-part form, 
with the original to the state, a 
copy to the seller, and a copy to the 
buyer. 

Exemptions for the surrendering 
of the original odometer statements 
to the state will be made for dealers, 
the scllers of vehicles ten model 
years old or older, new vehicles, ve- 
hicles having a gross weight rating 
of more than 16,000 pounds, vehil- 
cles not self-propelled, and vehicles 
owned by the federal government.

ANSWERS! TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


What is God's plan for the 
organization of the church?

Jesus promised to build His church, saying that the "gates of Hades shall 
not prevail against it” (Matt. 16:18). The Father put all things under the feet 
of Christ, and “gave him to be the head over all things to the church, which 
is his body" (Eph. 1:22-23). Christ is the head, the only head of the church, 
which is his body. There is no authority for any heirarchy, or organization 
above the level of the local church. Associations, conventions, dioceses, sy- 
ae or other organizations above the local church are not authorized by the 

ible. 

The apostles were specifically chosen by Christ to direct the church in the 
beginning, and were sent forth with the promise that the Spirit would guide 
them into all truth (John 16:13). Their miraculous gifts showed that they 
were commissioned of God. Due to the special nature of their work, the 
apostles had no successors. In New Testament times, each local conigrega- 
tion had elders, also called bishops or pastors, who served to oversee the lo- 
cal congregation. Each congregation was self-governing, under the leadership 
of the elders, The number of elders in cach local congregation was always 
plural, never one man alone. Paul "sent to Ephesus, and called the elders of 
the church” (Acts 20:17), He addressed Philippians to “all the saints in 
Christ Jesus which are at Philippi, with the bishops (or elders) and deacons” 
(Phil. 1:1). Each congregation also had a plurality of deacons. The deacons, 
first mentioned in Acts 6:1-6, performed special duties for the church, under 
the leadership and authority of the elders. 

Paul's letters to Timothy and Titus give very specific qualifications for 
the elders and deacons. 1 Timothy chapter 3 gives the qualifications of bish- 
ops, or elders, and also the qualifications of deacons. The qualifications for 
elders include both negative characteristics, such as "not given to wine,” and 
positive characteristics, such as "the husband of one wife." These qualifica 
tions are not optional, Paul introduced the qualifications saying, “a bishop 
then must be,” (vs. 2) and “likewise must the deacons” (vs. 8). Separate and 
slightly different qualifications are given for the deacons, because the dea- 
cons and the elders were two different groups of men. The primary mission 
of the evangelists in the early church was to “preach the word” (2 Tim. 4:2), 
An evangelist could serve as an elder, deacon, or teacher, bul this was not 
his primary mission. Each congregation of the Lord’s church today should 
be organized just like the congregations of the first century. There is no rea 
son to deviate from God's pattern.

Claims Asserted By The Plain- 
tiffs 

The above entitled action was 
brought by a group of plaintiff growers 
who grew broilers for ConAgra, Inc. 
on behalf of themselves and representa- 
lively on behalf of all members of the 
class of broiler growers for ConAgra, 
Inc., seeking moncy damages for mis- 
weighing the growers’ broilers, fraud, 
misrepresentation and suppression of 
niaterial facts, breach of contract, to- 
gether with legal interest thereon. 

The basis of this action are allega- 
tions that the defendant ConAgra, Inc. 


reached its contracts with the growers 
by intentionally misweighing the grow- 
ers’ broilers and underpaying the growers 
on a systematic basis. The class further 
alleges that the defendant falsely and 
fraudulently misweighed the growers’ 
broilers and as a result received profits 
to which ConAgra, Inc. was not enti- 
tled. In addition, plaintiffs claim that 
ConAgra, Inc. violated the Packers and 
Stockyards Act and the Criminal Code 
of Alabama resulting in damage to the 
plaintiffs. The plaintiffs allege that each 
member of the class of broiler growers, 
including you, is entided to compensa- 
tory and punitive damages from ConA- 
gra, Inc., together with reasonable attor- 
neys' fees and the costs of bringing this 
action.

Correcting Yellowing of

Feeding Market Hogs 

When raising market hogs from 
a weight of around 50 pounds up to 
220 or over, feed costs will be the 
biggest production cost you face. 
Of course, you have to consider 
other costs such as, animal cost, 
whether you produce the animal 
yourself through a farrowing opera- 
tion or by feeder pigs. Housing is 
another cost you may incur, Of 
course, health care would be your 
final cost, along with sanitation, 

We are in a tough situation from 
a feed standpoint as it relates to 
market hog production at this par- 
ticular time in 1988. U. S. number 
1 and 2 market hogs weighing 220 
to 250 pounds as of the 5th of Oc- 
tober, were selling for around 38 to 
38.50 per 100 weight. This is down 
35% from last year. With corn pric- 
es on the rise, this doesn't add up to 
the best situation if you have to 
buy a lot of feed, Therefore, there 
are some things you can d@ to pos- 
sible save yourself some moricy in 
feeding out your market hogs. 

One way is to not feed out hogs 
in any group large enough that you 
have to buy a great deal of feed. In 
other words, feed the amount of 
hogs that you can feed with the 
corn you have on the farm, The

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Remember that price isn't the fi- 
nal sign of quality. Instead, check 
the hangtag. It will state what ma- 
tcrials have been used, such as sol- 
ids or veneers.

One of the best places to check 
construction is the drawers. Pull the 
drawer out with one hand. It should 
glide smoothly. Look for dovetail 
joints, not nails, 

Then check the stability of the 
piece. Place your palms on the sur- 
face, press down hard and try to 
rock it. A well-constructed piece 
won't wobble or crack. 

Also be sure upholstery fabric is 
tightly woven. Hold the fabric in 
your hand and press down on it as 
hard as you can. If the yarns slip or 
separate, the fabric construction is 
weak, 

Rub printed fabric briskly to see 
if any of the color wears off. Check 
the padding to be sure you can't feel 
the wood frame anywhere. If you 
can feel it, the fabric will wear 
through in that area.

other way is to cut protein costs. 
There are several ways to do this. 
One way is to feed a high protein 
grain such as, wheat or triticale 
which is a rye/wheat cross grown 
especially for swine production, 
The other way is to gradually lower 
the protein content of your feeder 
pigs as they grow since their needs 
decrease as far as the total protein 
content in the ration the heavier 
they get. However, the amount of 
feed increases slightly. But, general- 
ly, you will save some money by 
feeding less protein as they get 
heavier over feeding the high pro- 
tein mixture plus increasing total 
feed intake. 

One way to do this is to start 
pigs out weighing 50 to 10% 
pounds on a 16% ration and feed 
each pig around 3 1/2 pounds per 
pig per day. Once the hog reaches 
110 up till they are 164 pounds, 
feed a 14% ration and feed 6 pounds 
per pig per day. At 165 pounds to 
219 pounds, drop the protein con- 
tent down to 13% and feed 7 1/2 
pounds per pig per day ull finished 

The only change you might 
make at 220 pounds is if you want 
to top the pigs of around 250, in- 
crease the total feed consumption 
per pig by .2 of a pound, but keep 
the protein content at 13%, An ex- 
ample of a 16% ration would be to 
feed 74 pounds of grain and 26 
pounds of a 36% protein supple- 
ment. This would give a 16% pro- 
tein ration in a 100 pone batch. 
Approximate cost for this 100 
pounds of feed would be $10.08. 
An example of a 14% ration would 
be 81 pounds of grain and 19 
pounds of a 36% protein supple- 
ment, Cost for this 100 pounds of 
feed would be $9.52. An example 
of a 13% ration would be 84 
pounds of grain and 16 pounds of a 
36% protein supplement. Cost of 
this 100 pound batch would be 
$9.28. Where do savings come in? 
If you fed a 200 pound market hog 
that needed 7 1/2 pounds of feed 
per day, he would need to finish and 
you fed this 7 1/2 pounds a 16% 
protein ration level which would be 


‘too high, but what many people do, 


they mix 1 batch for the whole 
time that they are feeding a hog, it 
would cost you 76 cents per day to 
feed that one animal. If you feed 
him the 13% that he requires to 
still finish at the same weight, it 
would only cost you 70 cents. 
That's a 6 cents savings and 6 cents 
per day per head may not sound like 
much, but, if you had 100 head of 
hogs, that would be $6 savings per 
day of about $150-600 saved, over 
an entire feeding period, depending 
on how you feed you hogs. That 
can add up. 

The bottom line on feeding mar- 
ket hogs is this, feed them what 
they need, when they need it, and 
don't give them any more. They 
Start out at a 16% ration, finish up 
at a 13% ration. You don't need to 
feed any less than 3 1/2 pounds or 
any more than 7.7 pounds per ani- 
mal per day. If your hogs are not 
gaining as they should at this rate, 
then you need to look at other man- 
agement areas within your herd.

The Alabama Dept. of Public 
Safety estimates that 15 people will 
be killed in traffic accidents during 
the Memorial Day holiday weekend, 
according to Col. Thomas H.

_ The 78-hour holiday period be- 
gins at 6 p.m. Friday, May 26, and 
ends at midnight Monday, May 29. 

Wells advises motorists to drive 
defensively and to obey all traffic 
Jaws, and reminds them of the ex- 
treme dangers of drunken driving. 

"Alabama's DUI law provides 
the means to deal firmly with those 
who commit the crime of driving 
under the influence,” said Wells.

Motion To Change District Lines In Coffee 
County Killed By 5-2 Vote Of County Commission 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
May 22, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and by a vote of 5-2 killed a 
motion made by Comm. Jim Du- 
bose that would have attempted to 
ammend District lines in Districts 1 
and 3, 

Comm. Dubosc presented a peti- 
lion to the commission consisting 
of 70 names of registered voters 
who wished to be returned to Dis- 
trict 3, Beat 20, and then introduced 
a motion that the request be relayed 
to the Federal courts. 

Dubose informed the commis- 
sion that when the county was re- 
districted recently, some voters in 
Beat 2, District 1 and a similar 
number of voters in Beat 20, Dis- 
trict 3, were moved into new Dis- 
tricts.

"I've had some voters tell me 
that they won't vote until they are 
moved back in their own district,” 
stated Comm. Dubose, "and while I 
admit that isn't what they need to 
do, it is what they have vowed to 
do unless we move them back." 

Dubose received little support 
for his proposal, but refused to let 
the wishes of the voters die, and 
then made a motion to authorize the 
county attomey to present the re- 
quest to change district lines to the 
Federal court. 

Comm. Robert Stephens second- 
ed the motion, but it died by a vote 
of 5-2 as Billy Eagerton, Sid Ave- 
ret, Damascus Crittenden, Eugene 
Bradley and Bill Faulk all voted 
against the motion. 

Comm. Sid Averett notified the 
commission that funding was avail- 
able for the construction of a new 
Mental Health office in Coffee 
County and recommended the 
county cither lease or give the 
agency land near the site of the new 
health department building, in En- 
terprise. 

Averett stated the mental health 
officials had requested 3-4 acres of 
land in the area and reported that 
the land was needed before the 
funding could be acquired. 

"TI suggested earlier that we wait 
until the funding for the mental 
health building was available be- 
fore moving forward with the 
health department.” said Comm. 
Dubose, “but back then it was stat- 
ed the mental health tunding was 
simply a ‘pie in the sky’ chance and 
was ignored. Now thal the funding 
is definitely available, I would like 
to sce us use the $500,000 in men- 
tal health money used to pay for 
half the building that is being 


planned for the health department. 
The county can then pay for the 
other half with the bond money and 
use the remainder of the bond mon- 
cy to resurface county roads. The 
building is designed with two 
wings anyway and we could Iet the 
mental health folks use one wing 
and the health department folks use 
the other one." 

Comm. Averett, an outspoken 
supporter of the new health depart- 
ment building, objected to the idea, 
as did the remaining commission- 
crs.
